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Sanitary  Inspection 

Owing  to  the  additional  duties  placed  on  them  and  to  the  re¬ 
strictions  on  travelling,  Sanitary  Inspectors  continue  to  find  it  difficult 
to  carry  out  their  routine  inspections  especially  in  the  rural  areas. 

Housing 

Houses  which  have  previously  been  condemned  are  still  being 
occupied  and  there  seems  little  prospect  during  the  war  of  improving 
this  position. 

Rather  more  use  has  been  made  of  the  Housing  (Rural  Workers) 
Act  to  provide  additional  accommodation  but  the  shortage  of  houses 
for  agricultural  workers  is  still  acute. 

Rural  Water  Supplies 

The  increased  demand  on  public  supplies  is  being  met  but  in 
some  areas  pumping  plants  are  working  to  full  capacity  and  this  is  one 
reason  why  mains  laid  for  the  forces  cannot  be  made  available  to  the 
general  public. 

One  rural  district  has  installed  a  water  softening  plant  of  a  new 
type  which  on  the  whole  is  working  satisfactorily. 

Scavenging 

A  reasonable  service  for  the  collection  of  refuse  is  being  maintained. 
Complaints  of  non-collection  arise  from  time  to  time,  due  as  a  rule  to 
the  difficulty  in  obtaining  the  necessary  labour. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

No  major  works  have  been  undertaken.  The  operation  of  civilian 
plants  has  been  good. 

Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1936 

There  were  10  T.T.  and  185  Accredited  licenses  issued  during  the 
year.  The  number  of  samples  taken  from  licenced  producers  was  132 
and  of  these  35  or  27%  were  unsatisfactory. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act 

The  number  of  samples  submitted  to  the  Public  Ananyst  under 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  was  761  of  which  718  were  found  to  be 
genuine  and  43  adulterated.  Of  the  43  adulterations  42  were  in 
respect  of  milk  samples.  Warnings  were  issued  in  17  instances  and 
legal  proceedings  instituted  in  18.  Five  cases  were  dismissed.  In  all 
18  fines  ranging  from  10/-  to  £15  were  imposed.

The  above  table  shows  the  incidence  of  the  notifiable  infectious 
diseases  in  the  County.  The  number  notified  was  2,936  as  against 
4,524  in  the  preceding  year.  There  was  no  serious  epidemic  in  any 
part  of  the  county. 
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Diphtheria 

District  Councils  have  been  responsible  for  the  arrangements  for 
the  immunisation  of  children  against  diphtheria.  From  returns 
received  it  is  estimated  that  30% — 35%  of  children  between  the  ages 
of  2  and  5  years,  and  60% — 65%  of  those  between  the  ages  of  5  and  15 
years  have  now  been  immunised.  These  figures  are  an  improvement 
on  those  previously  available  but  the  position  cannot  be  regarded  as 
satisfactory  until  at  least  80%  of  the  child  population  has  been  immun¬ 
ised.  In  consultation  with  the  District  Councils  the  County  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Committee  are  arranging  to  take  over  the  immun¬ 
isation  of  the  children  under  5  years.  The  District  Councils  will 
continue  to  be  responsible  for  those  over  this  age. 


The  County  Council  will  employ  temporarily  a  medical  officer 
especially  to  deal  with  the  arrears  in  the  under  5  year  old  age  groups. 
In  future  all  children  on  reaching  the  age  of  one  year  will  be  offered 
immunisation  at  the  welfare  centres. 


Isolation  Hospital  Accommodation 

Treatment  in  Isolation  Hospitals  was  provided  by  the  County 
Council  for  361  infectious  cases  during  the  year.  163  of  these  were 
treated  at  the  Council’s  own  hospital  at  Brumby.  The  remainder 
were,  by  arrangement,  dealt  with  at  hospitals  belonging  to  other 
authorities.  Particulars  of  cases  dealt  with  are  as  follows: —

Notifications 

New  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  reported  during  the  year 
numbered  226,  of  these  146  were  formal  notifications  under  the  Tuber¬ 
culosis  Regulations.  The  remainder  were  reported  from  various 
sources.  There  were  also  98  cases  of  other  forms  of  tuberculosis 
formally  notified  and  8  otherwise  ascertained.

Tuberculosis 

Deaths  registered  during  the  year  as  due  to  tuberculosis  numbered 
112  as  against  156  in  1941.  Repiratory  tuberculosis  was  responsible 
for  88,  and  other  forms  of  the  disease  for  24  of  the  deaths  reported. 
The  death  rates  for  the  year  were  therefore  .32  for  the  pulmonary  and 
.08  for  non-pulmonary  disease.

Venereal  Diseases 

Arrangements  are  being  made  to  extend  the  facilities  for  the 
treatment  of  venereal  disease,  by  the  establishment  of  additional  clinics 
at  Barton-on-Humber,  Louth  and  Skegness. 


An  evening  clinic  has  been  opened  at  Gainsborough  to  meet  the 
need  of  women  employed  in  industry  who  are  unable  to  attend  during 
the  day. 


Arrangements  have  also  been  made  to  carry  out  early  in  1943  a 
programme  of  public  enlightenment  in  the  larger  towns  in  the  County. 


New  cases  attending  the  treatment  centres  during  the  year,  num¬ 
bered  149,  syphilis  57  and  gonorrhoea  92.  The  number  of  new 
cases  reported  last  year  was  syphilis  52  and  gonorrhoea  105. 


The  foregoing  figures  include  Lindsey  patients  who  attended 
Clinics  outside  the  administrative  County. 
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The  number  of  patients  remaining  under  treatment  at  County 
Clinics  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  106.  Pathological  work  in  connection 
with  the  V.D.  Centres  continues  to  be  carried  out  by  the  Consultant 
Venereal  Diseases  Officers  at  the  Grimsby  Corporation  Laboratory 
where  4,720  specimens  were  examined  in  1942.  The  majority  of  these, 
viz.  3,259,  were  from  the  treatment  centres.  Hospitals  submitted  1,169 
and  private  practitioners  292. 


Cancer 

From  the  mortality  tables  at  the  beginning  of  the  report  it  will 
be  seen  that  481  deaths  were  registered  as  due  to  cancer  which  is  again 
the  highest  figure  yet  recorded  for  the  County.  The  centre  for  the 
treatment  of  cancer  established  under  the  Cancer  Act,  1936,  and 
administered  by  a  joint  committee  for  the  geographical  County,  was 
formally  opened  by  the  Minister  of  Health,  in  July.  Thirty-nine 
patients  from  the  Lindsey  division  of  the  County  have  been  admitted 
for  treatment  since  the  centre  opened.

Midwifery 


There  were  171  midwives  in  practice  in  the  administrative  County 
at  the  end  of  the  year,  119  as  district  midwives  and  52  in  institutions’ 
They  attended  either  as  Midwives  or  Maternity  Nurses  2,880  cases  in 
the  patients’  homes  and  2,607  in  institutions.  Medical  aid  was 
summoned  by  Midwives  in  1,196  cases.

Ante-Natal  Care 


The  number  of  expectant  mothers  attending  the  Ante-natal 
Clinics  during  the  year  was  3,306.  In  addition,  29  were  ante-natally 
examined  in  their  own  homes  by  medical  practitioners  on  behalf  of  the 
Authority.  Home  visits  to  expectant  mothers  by  Health  Visitors 
numbered  2,092.

In  addition  to  the  patients  referred  to  in  the  above  table  102  cases 
chiefly  of  abortion  or  miscarriage  were  admitted  through  arrangements 
made  by  the  County  Council  to  voluntary  Hospitals  or  to  Institutions 
belonging  to  other  authorities. 


Of  the  patients  admitted  to  institutions  controlled  by  the  County 
Council,  764  were  suffering  from  some  abnormality  in  connection  with 
the  pregnancy  or  confinement.  The  majority  of  the  remainder  were 
admitted  because  of  the  lack  of  suitable  accommodation  in  the  patient’s 
home  or  because  of  the  difficulty  which  now  exists  of  obtaining  domestic 
help  during  the  period  of  confinement. 
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Infant  Welfare 

During  the  year,  the  total  number  of  attendances  of  children  under 
5  years  of  age,  at  the  Welfare  Centres  was  54,117;  of  these  37,294  were 
made  by  infants  under  the  age  of  one  year.  The  number  of  children 
who  attended  for  the  first  time  in  1942,  was  3,408  and  the  number 
included  2,915  infants  under  the  age  of  one  year. 


Visits  to  the  homes  of  children  under  5  years  of  age  made  by  the 
Health  Visitors  amounted  to  62,518.  This  figure  included  33,260 
visits  to  infants  under  one  year  of  age. 


The  Health  Visitors  have  continued  to  act  as  child  life  protection 
visitors,  and  have  visited  regularly  all  children  registered  under  Sec. 
206  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  394  visits  in  respect  of  49  children 

were  made  during  the  year.
